Though the priee of this 
conversion is listed by the 
contractors as $51 per square foot， 
the actual cost is .the eviction of 
the hotel's elderly tenants. 

The building，located at 647 
Clay St.,， just o 妊 Kearny, is home 
for 16 eldqerly residents，mostly 
monolingual Chinese Americans. 
If the conversion Plan goes 
through，these tenants will be 
forced_out and will have to find 
alternative housing.

Ninety-four year old Lee You 
Lee was fearful of the future. 
“Theres no way we can move 
out,” he declared，speaking 
through an interpreter,“The only 
Places we might be able to find 
affordable housing would be in 
the Mission or the Tenderloin and 
Tm afraid of the violence and the 
gangs in these areas, TI dont dare 
live there,” 

His neighbor in the building， 
78 year old James Tong， 
concurred and mentioned other 
problems with having to move， 
“We don't dare move out of the 
community 一 we just wouldnt 
feel safe. 

“It would also be very difficult 
for us to have to move out,”he 
continued. “Meost of the tenants 


，here can't speak English and 让 


Would be nearly impossible for us 
to go shopping，visit the doctor 
and do other chores 二 we were 
forced to move out of Chinatown. 
We should be able to live in 


Chinatown.” 

Tong said that the residents 
found out about the proposal to 
convert the buildqing to commer- 
cial office space when the landlord 
suddenly posted notices of the 
planned change in the entryway 
of the buildqing. 

PLIGHT 

One of the tenants WasS 
discussing the notices with friends 
during Ilunch at Self Help for the 
Elderly. A _ staff member at Self 
Help heard her talking about the 
planned conversion and brought 
the plight of the hotel residents to 
the attention of Asian Law Caucus 
attorney 卫 dvwin Lee. 

Leetold 丈 ast/Westthat SF does 
have an ordinance designed to 
Protect the occupants of residen- 
tial hotels from such displace- 
ments，but，he noted，the SF 
Residemntial Hotel Conversion and

Peter Burns of the Dept， of 
Public Works，which administers 
applications for hotel conversions， 
maintained that payments into the 
Preservation fundq do represent a 
“one-for-one replacement” of 
converted units, “It's a more 
lomng-term ， replacement;” he 
stated . 

He explained that ultimately 
the money would indeed by used 
either to purchase or rehabilitate 
residential hotels and would thus 
protect displaced residents of 
converted hotels. “Their protec- 
tion would be the money being 
put into the fund, ”he declared. 

Burns admitted，however，that 
there could be problems for those 
actually being evicted ip the event 
that replacement housing was not

Hotel Law's Deficiencies Mean 
Sorry Christmas for Tenants 


In a word,， the planned eviction of the tenants at 647 
Clay St. is outrageous. It outrages our moral Sensibilities， 
OUI Sense of social responsibilities .and the norms of 
common human decency,， especially in this holiday season . 
Rather than having safe, affordable housing, they are being 
torn from their community and forced to find expensive 


housing they can ill afford, or to go to often violence-ridden | 


areas of the city. 


In examining this Situation, it is easy to blame the owners 
of the building，branding them as malicious eVil-doers， 
whose only concern is their profit margin. While they must 
indeed shoulder a large measure of responsibility for the tra- 
gedy unfolding at 647 Clay St., the real culprit is jgnoran- 
ce-. ijgnorance of the fiaws in the Residential Hotel Ordinan- 
ce and of the human costs of development. 
Unfortunately,，there is probably little that can be done 
to prevent the removal of the teriants=after all:the owners，

However，the bounds of legality and those of morality 
often do not coincide and these discrepancies must be 
pointed out wherever they exist.

Asian Agency Releases 
Wash. Population Figures 


SEATTILE. 一 The statewide 
advocacy agency for Washington 
state Asian Pacific Americans 
Tecently released its latest demo- 
grahic breakdown and projec- 
tions of that Population group， 

It shows that as of Jualy 1982， 
about 131,600 Chinese，Filipinos， 
Japanese,， Asian Indians, 玉 oreans， 
了 Hawaiians,，9amoans， Cuaman- 
ians，Laotians，Vietnamese and 
Cambodians live in that state. 

TRIPLED 

According to the 1970 census， 
Washington had little more than 
44,000 Asians，not_ including 
Samaoans and Indochinese,. Thus， 
the counted population has almost 
tripled in size, 

Compiled largely by Roger 
Tang, a communications graduate 
students at the University of 
Washington，the report will be 


"used by the Washington State 


Commission on Asian American 
Affairs in its future work with 
Goveinor John Spellman and the 
legislature, 

“Such a compilation plays a key 
role in pinpointing growth trends

For such 
rapidly growing grups as 玉 oreans 
and Indochinese refugees，these 
figures are hopelessly outdated,” 
the report s preface informed. 

UNDERCOUNTINC 

“Another serious Problem is 
undercounting. Although accuT- 
ate estimates of undercounting 训 
(the) 1980 (Census) are Unavail- 
able at the present，past Censuses 
have been tagged with figures as 
high as 15 色 ...and ironically， 
this undercounting “hits the 
segments of the population most im 
need of government programs, the 
elderly，and non-English-speak- 
ing,”charged the study. 

According to the commission's 
“conservative estimates,” the 
Asian Pacific American popula- 
tion increased by about 6,100 
fom 1980 to 1981. Japanese and 
Filipino Americans， Dumbering 
27,000_ each，form the state's 
largest Asian ethnic grups. They 
are22,000 Vietnamese; 19,600 
Chinese; 15,000 Koreans，and 
10,500 Thais and ELaotians. 

Smaller ethnic groups include 
4,200 Asian Indians; 3,200 
Hawaiians; 2,100 Cuamanians ， 
and2,000 Samoans. 

The Seattle/King County areas 
have by far the largest population 
with 52,712，or close to 45 色 of 
the state's total APA population， 
According to the Projections， 
Washington ranKks seventh out of 
the top ten states with the most 
Asian Pacific Americans. 口

TI was Surprised，since the 
Sergeant had forgotten to give me 
a gas mask，VWhite smoke was 
filling up the area, so I decided to 
scamper up the embankment.

Three black soldiers in the 
distance monitoring the “exercise 
were suIprised that TI didnt have 


any mask on. One recognized me 
and hollered，“Hey， Fongl 
Wheres your gas mask?” 

I_ yelled back，“What mask? 
They forgot to give me onel” 
Immediately，all three of them 
went into hysterics, Failing to see 
the humor in the situation，I went 
back and told off the absent- 
minded sergeant. 

Once in a while I think about 
that episode when I scrambled up 
the embankment: it was probably 
one of the few times in the army 工

Early immigrant writers such as 
Etsu Sugimoto and Lin Yutang 
tended to ignore the harsh reajities 
of Asian America and viewed 
themselves as“good will ambass- 
adors to the West,”according to 
和 Kim .

WOLEFSBURG，VWest Germany 
一 Volkswagen announced that 让 
has_ reached an agreement with 
China :to set upP a Volkswagen 
manufacturing plant in China， 
The company is the first Western 
car manufacturer to _ begin auto 
production in China. 

The agreement covers arTange- 
ments to produce 20,000 cars and 
100,000 engines in China by the 
late 1980s，China will begin 
producing 100 Volkswagen cars 
fom kits in January 19893， 

If the kit production is success- 
ful,，full-scale production of 
Volkswagen “Dashers and 
Quantums will begin by theend of 
1983. Parts for 24 cars have 
already reached Shanghai，with 
parts for another 96 cars en Toute， 

The agreement reached entails 
a50% share for Volkswagen and a 
50% share for the Bank of China 
in setitng up production facilities 
at the Shanghai Tractor and 
Automobile Corp. The cars are 
expected to be used for official and 
tourist travel. 

“We do not want to overplay 
the importance of this deal，but 
WwWe consider we have gained a 
significant foothold in  a poten- 
tially_ very large market,” a 
Volkswagen spokesperson com- 
mented.
